purpose of continuing t.hc present man­ 
agement in power.

It is charged th a t the tariff 
is responsible for th e tru sts.

th o se opposed to th e R epublicans be­ 
fo re tru s ts existed. 
T hey ignore the 
fa c t th a t the organization of tru sts 
and com binations began but a Tew 
y ears ago and th a t they arc fast gain­ 
in g th e control of business everyw here. 
T hey are n o t confined to any country 
n o r are th ey th e offspring of any tariff 
policy. 
T hey rule the m ark et in free 
tra d e products in th is country and in 
w h atev er products they choose in free 
tra d e countries. 
B ut the fact rem ains 
th a t th e organization of com binations 
of cap ital g re a t enough to m aster th e 
production and fix th e price of articles 
em braced 
w ithin 
protective 
tariff 
schedules, brings upon th e system th e 
p opular disapproval w hich th e public 
e n te rta in s tow ard the tru sts. 


A new law , an artificial law, is sup­ 
p lan tin g th e n atu ral law of com peti­ 
tion. 
By secret ag reem en t the pro­ 
d ucers of lik e articles lim it th e quan­ 
tity and fix th e price.

T he lines of those eight rail­ 
w ays furnish the sole available m eans 
for tran sp o rtatio n of anth racite coal 
to m arket. 
In pu rsu it of a settled pol­ 
icy th ese railw ays have forced private 
ow ners to sell th eir coal m ines and 
coal lands a t half th eir value, first by 
increasing th e freig h t rates, and. sec­ 
ond, by refusing to carry the coal for 
priv ate ow ners a t any price w henever 
such ow ners could not be biought to 
term s by th e estab lish m en t of exor­ 
b ita n t tran sp o rtatio n rates. 
Owning 
the coal and ow ning the railroads over 
w hich th e coal is tran sp o rted to m ar­ 
ket, they fixed th e freig h t rates at an 
exorbitant figure in order to m ake 
consum ers pay dividends on the over­ 
capitalization of the railroads and coal 
mines. 
W hile rates for o ther and like 
products have fallen, a n th racite coal 
rates have been advanced by the rail­ 
w ays until they are nearly tw ice as 
g reat as yn cotton and w heat. 
They 
lim it th e supply in order to force a 
stro n g dem and and high m ark et price. 
As show n by testim ony upon trials 
and investigations, m ore than £200,- 
000,000 in excess of a fair m arket 
price has been exacted from consum ­ 
ers. 


“T his coal tru st bears harder upon 
tne u n fortunate, helpless labor th at 
m ines the product than upon the con­ 
sum er in these1 days. 
Its attitu d e of 
indifference to the appeal of press and 
pulpit 
suggests 
u tte r contem pt for 
public opinion. 
This is typical of the 
oppression w hich aw aits the people of 
th is country unless th e federal gov­ 
ern m en t is em pow ered to strip these 
com binations of th eir unlaw ful power. 


“W ho w ill not agree w ith the presi­ 
d en t th a t all possible control should be 
exercised and all possible relief afford­

W ashington. Sept. 2>».—Brig. G eneral 
Frederick Fnnston in his annual report 
for th e departm ent of Colorado points 
out that, the percentage of trials by 
co u rt m artial of 
enlisted m en has 
n early doubled during the past year. 
He says: 


"It is therefore plain th a t there has 
been a deplorable increase of offenses 
in general and of desertion in par­ 
ticular. 
In my opinion there are two 
principal causes for this state of af­ 
fairs: First, resen tm en t of 
unaccus­ 
tom ed lim itations and restrictions felt 
by m en returning from field service to 
the m onotony and routine w ork of g ar­ 
rison life; second, the abolition ol the 
canteen featu re of the post exchange. 
Since th is action w as taken, saloons 
of the low est type have been estab­ 
lished ju st outside the boundaries of 
the various reserv atio n s; th eir propri­ 
etors, in alm ost every case, unprinci­ 
pled scoundrels who leave nothing un­ 
done to debauch the soldiers and ob­ 
tain th e ir money. 
Being in all cases 
outside the lim its of any city, th e pro­ 
prietors of these reso rts are subject 
to no m unicipal police regulations and 
sell liquor regardless of hours and 
w hether the buyer is already intoxi­ 
cated or not. 
G am bling is universal in 
these ‘dives,’ and they are frequented 
by dissolute women. T he soldier whose 
desire for a drink would ordinarily be 
satisfied by a few glasses of beer in 
the canteen of the post exchange goes 
to one of th ese reso rts and does well 
if he escapes before he has spent or 
gam bled aw ay all his money, over­ 
stayed his leave o r engaged in an a lter­ 
cation. 
As a rule th e local authorities 
regard th e existence of these places 
w ith Indifference or approval, as it 
causes the soldier to spend his money 
in the com m unity. 
T he efficiency of 
the arm y or th e ruin of a good soidier 
is nothing to them . 
T here can be no 
reasonable doubt th a t m ost of the 
trials by court m artial and sum m ary 
courts, a t least bu far as this depart­ 
m ent is concerned, are directly trace­ 
able to th is cause. 
Since 1 have had 
com m and here th ere has taken place 
the ruin and degradation of several 
non-com m issioned officers of long se r­ 
vice and fine records. 


"In short, the recen t legislation by 
congress on th is question, so far as 
this d epartm ent is concerned, has had

The 
railroads have suffered seriously, in o 
cyclone also w rought havoc a t M odica, 
a tow n of Sicily, w here several per­ 
sons w ere killed.

fu rth er signs of activity &nd th e vol­ 
cano of tnrom boli is still active.

Syracuse, Sicily, Sept. 26.— F or 24 
hours before th e cyclone b u rst over th e 
island a violent storm raged on the 
eastern coast of Sicily. 
T he path of 
the cyclone w as 124 
m iles long and 
everything in th e line of the storm w as 
destroyed. 
T he sea sw ept inland for 
several 
kilom eters, doing 
enorm ous 
dam age, w hile th ere w ere violent sub­ 
m arine agitations betw een Sicily and 
the m ainland. Along the railroad from 
C atania to Palerm o the force of the 
cyclonc w as such th a t rails w ere torn 
up and hurled to a g reat distance. 


It is reported from M odica (32 m iles 
southw est from Syracuse) th a t a hun­ 
dred bodies have already been found 
but th a t the num ber of dead bodies 
¿w ept aw ay by th e to rren t is unknow n. 
The new spaper 
F rac tissa expresses 
the belief th a t som e 400 people have 
been killed. 


T he to rren t destroyed everything on 
the ground floors in houses in th e lower 
portions of Modica. B ridges and roads 
have disappeared, th e dam age am ount­ 
ing to m any m illion lire. 
(A lire is 
w orth 20 c en ts). The survivors of the 
catastro p h e have taken refuge in the 
hills. 
A relief com m ittee and search 
p arties have been organized a t Modica 
T he d isaster is supposed to have been 
due to a m arine w aterspout. 
T he tier- 
m an steam er C aprera w as w recked at 
C atania a fte r a terrible struggle w ith 
the waves. 


A large portion of the low-lying p art 
of M odica has been destroyed. 


T he to rren ts, the St. F ran cis and 
the St. M arie, w hich descend through 
th e tow n rose suddenly and brought 
w ith them m asses of mud and heavy 
stones and invaded the buildings of 
Modica. They carried aw ay everything 
ir. th e ir course. 
M any houses w ere 
u tterly w recked and others w ere ieri- 
ously dam aged.

PR E SID EN T H A S ORDERED 
CENSUS OF P H IL IP P IN E S

W ashington, 
Sept. 
26.—P resident 
Roosevelt has signed the order provid­ 
ing for the tak in g of a census 
of the 
Philippines in accordance w ith the term s 
of the Philippines act passed a t the 
last session of congress and upon the 
certificate of the Philippine commission 
that the insurrection has been sup­ 
pressed. 


The order of the president is dated 
Septem ber 25. 
It recites the origin of 
the Philippine act which provides that 
after complete peace shall have been 
established and the fact certified to 
the president, the census m ay be or­ 
dered. 
In his discretion the president 
m ay employ the present census bureau 
in com piling and prom ulgating the s ta ­ 
tistical inform ation. 
The 
Philippine 
commission m ade the following certifi­ 
cate to the president in the form of 
a resolution, upon which he issued the 
order for taking the census: 


“Resolved. T hat the Phllllpplne com­ 
mission hereby certifies to the presi­ 
dent of the U nited States th a t the re­ 
cently existing 
insurrection 
In 
the 
Philippines has ceased, and a condition 
of a general and complete peace has 
been 
established 
therein. 
T hat this 
certificate Is marie In nccordanco with 
the provisions of Section 6 of an act 
tem porarily to provide for the affairs 
of civil governm ent in the Philippine 
Islands and for other reasons and th a t 
the commission 
recommends 
to

president of the I’nited S tates th a t he 
order a census of the philippin*« to be 
taken in acordance w ith provisions of 
said act.

The town of Aix is clean and 
prosperous and pretty enough, with its 
park and trees, but it has little of tho 
truly picturesque about ft. There is too 
much stucco and too m any plate-glass 
‘shop windows and slated roofs and V e­ 
netian shutters for pictorial effect. O ut­ 
side the commonplace streets, however, 
lie possibilities for artists in the long, 
straight Hobbema-like roads, bordered 
with poplar trees, 
the monotony

ant houses with deep eaves and wide 
verandas, on which all tha family squat 
to gape at you as you drive by.

He authorized the statement to 
all inquirers yesterday that the action 
of the court in nam ing these men as a d ­

the executors, would be resisted to the 
extreme and would not be tolerated In 
any way. 
Ho deelated that the m atter 
was not right and that the court could 
not recede in any way and make it 
right, that a step too far had been 
taken and that the m atter would be 
taken out of the hands of thk. court if 
there could be found any way under 
the law to do it. 
He seemed to be par­ 
ticularly wrought up over the fact that 
the proceedings in the appointment of 
the administrators had been ex parte, 
the executors and their counsel being 
entirely ignored and given no opportun­ 
ity whatever to make any arguments or 
present their side of the matter. 


The position of the executors named 
in the will is that the letters of adm in­ 
istration issued out of the probate court 
today are absolutely and utterly void 
and of no effect, and tills position will 
be defended to the last point by all 
the legal ability of the executors' coun­ 
sel. now consisting of the firm of Mc­ 
Allister & Gandy of Colorado Springs, 
an.! Charles J. Hughes ar.d Goddard & 
Bisseii of Denver. 
They contend that 
no contest of the will has yet been in­ 
augurated and that no contingency has 
arisen requiring the appointment of an 
adm inistrator to collect and one or the 
other of these things must happen be­ 
fore tlie court has any authority w h at­ 
ever to act.

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THE MAIN ISSUES OF THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 
T 


HERE) arc two principal issues before the people of the state of Colorado for their derision, and neither 
one of these can be ignored in th e’present campaign. 


The first of these is whether the state government is to be run as a part of the Democratic machine, for 
the benefit of Democratic office holders, office seekers and their friends and subordinates, or whether it is 
to be turned over to competent Republicans who believe that the surest way of commending the party to the 
people is by efficient 
service 
and 
tlie 
promotion of public interests, and who practice what they believe. The 
Democrats are of course prolific in promises, and if the judgment were rendered 011 professions alone, it might 
be difficult to choosc between the two parties. But the Democrats have to bear the burden of their record for 
the past six years, a record that for selfish scheming, indifference to the public interests, prostitution of public 
power to the basest uses of partisan politics and disregard of solemn pledges has never been surpassed. 
The Republican party of the state has given a conclusive proof of (he sincerity of its demand for better 
government and its devotion to the public interests by openly approving the amendments, except the Buckliu 
bill, adopted by the last legislature, for the reason that while some of these amendments are defective, and in­ 
adequate, they do offer a step and the only piv.scnt available ouc. toward i<.form* that have openly been de­ 
manded by both parties and by tho people generally for years past. 
On the other hand, the Democrats have shown their incompetency and their disregard of the popular will 
by delaying the inauguration of these reform measures until there was unmistakable evidence of a revulsion of 
public sentiment against that party, and then »presenting measures that through haste and carelessness are de­ 
fective and possibly will not be sustained by the courts. 
In spite of its promises there is no reason to believe that the Democracy can do any better in the future 
than it has been doing in the past. 
Three good reputations have already been brought perilously near permanent 
wreck and disaster in the gubernatorial chair through the prevalence of the storms of personal ambition and 
party Intrigue, and there is no reason to believe that .Judge Stimson will be any belter able to control the tigers 
o£ Denver’s Tammany organization than Adams, Thomas and Orman were able to do. 
If any political party in any state e\er earned a just title to political obloquy and repudiation from the 
voters, that party is the Colorado Democracy, and its pre:-eut defensive attitude, contrasting so notably with that 
of former years, is a plain proof of its own knowledge of its (rimes and failures, and its sense of impending dis­ 
aster and defeat. 
And the second main issue of the campaign is in regard to the attitude that Colorado ought to hold toward 
the national government and toward the national issues that concern everyone who is an American citizen. 
In the past two years the only share Colorado has had in the national congress has been to voice an ineffec­ 
tive and an inconsiderable protest. 
Our political associates in congress have been the representatives of the red-shirt rings of southern states, 
elected by fraud, terrorism and disfranchisement; the representatives of the Tammany rings of northern cities, 
holding their influence and deriving their power by open alliance w ith Vice and O¡me. a i\ w ie|oiM.nUu»«.-» in 
ultra-radical theories of social and political reform, attractive to the masses in times of panic and adversity, but 
repudiated by all sensible Americans as soon as normal conditions arc restored: and finally a very few anti- 
Americans, who consider it proof of superior moral and mental attainments to differ with their fellow citizens and 
to flout at patriotism, courage and the advancement of humanity. 
For the credit of the men of the west who have gained and kept their positions of prominence by virtue 
of the Fusion farce, wo do not admit that they have any sincere sympathy or approval of the acts of the Till- 
manites, the Tammanyites, the Populist radicals or the anti-expansionists. 
And it seem s equally reasonable 
to suppose that these incongruous and incoherent elements of the political field have as little regard for those 
policies and aims which form the stock in trade in local circles of the Silver Republican remnants of the west. 
At the coming election Colorado is to choose three congressmen. 
The Democratic, party presents three 
candidates who, whoever may have been their political relations iu the past, arc now open and avowed Democrats. 
The mask of silver-ism and the farce of Fusion have at least reached a stage where they are not considered worthy 
even of the pretense of their former adherents and advocates. 
And there is not iu the principles of national Democracy, or in its absence of principles, anything what­ 
ever that is worthy of the support of (Colorado voters, and nothing to induce a preference for the candidates of that 
party. 
On the contrary, Colorado has deprived herself of any share iu the direction of national affairs, has missed 
notable opportunities and has stood directly in the way of the advancement of her own interests by allying herself 
with a minority party of opposition, utterly unable to accomplish anything in our behalf and openly opposed to 
many things that are greatly to be desired by 11s.

EMIGRATION OR IRRIGATION.

HE SEPTEMBER number of the Review of Re­ 
views contains an article upon the migration of 
American farmers to western Canada. This move­ 
ment, which has already attracted considerable 
attention on both sides of the border, is explained by 
Mr. Warman on the sufficient grounds that the enterpris­ 
ing American farmer can find a better opening for his 
effort and enterprise on the unoccupied lands of Canada 
than on any of the public lands of the United States. 
Such a condition has been anticipated by far-seeing public 
men in the United States for many years past, as it was 
evident that no resources of territory, however extensive, 
could lojjg answer the demands feeing made upon it. 
The land hunger acquired by several successive gen­ 
erations of Am ericans is not ts» i*e done » r a y with ip- a 


and elsewhere are not only immensely superior to those 
of the great plains of Minnesota, the Dakotas, Manitoba 
and Assiniboia, but they are superior even to those of 
the most favored rural districts of the eastern and cen­ 
tral American states. The conditions of irrigation tend 
directly and strongly toward dense population and a co­ 
operation among neighbors that is conducive to a higher 
degree of civilization and a more actiye social and po­ 
litical life. The land of the small farm is the land of the 
trolley ear and the telephone, and therein numerous 
agencies of culture and eulighteument flourish as they 
cannot possibly do where wide distances and drifted 
snow banks separate the houses of the farmers. 
These facts readily suggest the reasons why the arid 
lands of the west, now uncultivated but soon 
to 
be 
brought under „irrigation with the assistance of the na­ 
tional government, offer a particularly favorably field 
for colonization enterprises, «"lie small farm, thoroughly 
well cared for, is the ideal irrigation unit, as has been 
conclusively demonstrated at Greeley in Colorado, in 
the Salt Lake region and in California. 
Colonists who are fortunate enough to secure tracts 
of land with an assured water supply certainly have a 
more favorable outlook for the future, than any who seek 
to make a home with "Our Lady of the Snows.” 
This is doubtless an aspect ot t h e .situation that will 
receive due attention at. the approaching Irrigation con­ 
gress in this ci t y. 
The opportunities for colonization 
schemes are more favorable at the present moment than 
they have been for many years past, and while we do not 
regard the emigration from this country to Canada as 
in any way detrimental to either country, we would be 
glad to see a part of this stream of settlement diverted to 
the arid western lards. 


THE WORK OF THE NEW NAVY- 
T 


, HE EXTENSION of American sovereignty to over­ 
sea possessions and the increase of the active 
list of the American navy make it necessary 
and possible to reorganize the sea service on a 
new and more effective plan. 
A 
recent special from Washington to the Chicago 
Reconl-Herald gives some of the details of the new naval 
plans that will be found to be of general interest. 
These 
plans contemplate the forming of two formidable fleets 
of battleships, one to bo located on the North Atlantic 
coast and the other in the Philippines, while the Euro­ 
pean. South Atlantic and Pacific squadrons will be made 
up of cruisers and will be subordinate and auxiliary to the 
main battle fleets. 
The North Atlantic fleet will, however, have its own 
assignment of cruisers and auxiliaries of various kinds, 
and it is also contemplated out of these to create a 
special division which will be assigned to duty in the 
West Indies and Central America. 
The interests of the 
United States in Puerto Rico, Cuba apd Panama, to­ 
gether with the almost constant turbulence in Colombia, 
Venezuela Mayti. San Domingo and Central America, and 
the frequent need of American warships at tho earliest 
possible moment, make, advisable the establishment of 
a Caribbean or West Indian *le?t. under command of an 
officer of large ability and disc.etion. 
This position, it 
is understood, is to be occupied by Hear Admiral Coghlac. 
Six of the battleships in activo service are assigned 
to the North Atlantic squadron, w’hilo two, three or four 
of the big fighters are to be stationed at the Philippines 
t ctiu.v fui v, hate vc 1 may happen. 
The announcement of these plans is evidence that 
the administration is alive to the new problems that this 
nation is called to face and that preparation is being made 
in advance to secure our interests. 
These preparations 
while warlike in seeming are in reality the surest safe­ 
guard of peace. The United States proposes to avoid the 
possibility of any sudden raid upon the cities of the 
Atlantic seaboard by maintaining a force of battleships 
sufficient, in conjunction with the coast defense forts, to 
beat off any invading force. 
It proposes to avoid the 
danger of European interference and complications in 
Central America and the West Indies by maintaining 
there a force sufficient to protect our own interests and 
to perform whatever duties and obligations have been 
assumed by us under international law. 
It proposes to 
safeguard the integrity of the Philippines and to prevent 
trouble in China by maintaining a naval force at the 
islands sufficient to serve not only as a recourse in time 
of trouble but as a menace to any hostile power that may 
be thinking of ignoring our rights on the mainland or of 
driving us from the islands. 
Such a policy as this is consistent with our impor­ 
tance as a nation and with the rights and interests we 
are now called 011 to maintain. 
It is in accordance with 
the commercial and industrial interests of our people, 
and it will be supported by popular sentiment not only in 
the states of the coast but as well by those of the interior, 
whose people have never yet failed to realize the need 
of a strong navy and one in constant readiness for action.

The conditions o f the irrigated districts in Colorado

HE Democratic State Convention was held on Sep­ 
tember 9, 1902. 


On the morning of that date the Denver 
News, the leading Democratic daily of Colorado, 
presented an issue to the delegates then assembling. This 
issue was siated by (he News as follows: 
“The Democratic party has been in power long enough 
for certain elements to display their indifference to in­ 
telligent public sentiment and rely wholly upon machine 
work for victory. Such a frame of mind leads officials to 
dishonesty, and when the dishonesty Is exposed causes 
others fnore honest, though timid, to urge that the dis­ 
honesty may hurt the party. 
‘‘The election a year ago, counting the aggregate of the 
votes for sheriffs, clerks and assessors, went against the 
Democracy by an average ot more than 5,000 votes. In the 
votes counted for the Democrats were the Populist votes 
in all the counties where fusion was made; this year the 
sentiment of the party, wisely or not, is against fusion. 
“Yet, with scandals in the county commissioners' office 
of the capital county of the state more glaring and out­ 
rageous than any ever before unearthed, with a Demo­ 
cratic state administration that the convention will not 
have the nerve to ratify, with factions so bitter and per- 
sistent that they amount to the extremity of political ven­ 
detta, the convention seems on the verge of adopting the 
side of one of the factions regardless of the overwhelming 
necessity lor nominations that will allay the factions and 
substitute harmonious enthusiasm for the continuation 
of the factional strife. 
“With this issue the News will have done everything 
in its power to warn the convention of the precipice upon 
which the party stands, 
it feels that it has done its duty 
to the party and the people of the state. 
It would not 
unsay a word it has printed. It is time when courage and 
boldness are needed. If it has made enemies in speaking 
the convictions of its heart it is sorry, hut though the en­ 
emies arose a thousand-fold more thickly than they are 
the News would perform its duty just as it has." 
Yet in spite of this declaration and warning the con­ 
vention gave itself over to the control of the faction that 
the News declared was responsible for scandals, more 
glaring and outrageous than ever before unearthed, and 
nominated as its candidates for the state offices men 


whom the News declared to be the candidates and the 
tools of this samo faction. 
No accusations that any Republican speaker or news­ 
paper can bring against the Democratic candidates in the 
present campaign will be any more direct or any more 
damaging than those set forth in detail by the News in 
the days preceding the meeting of the state convention. 
No prophecy of Republican success, born of the hope of 
victory in Republican minds, could be any moro definite 
than the presage of defeat voiced by this Democratic 
newspaper upon the supposition that the party might give 
itself over to the influences to which it. did actually sur­ 
render, and do the things and make the nominations that 
were actually consummated at the state convention. 


COLORADO NEEDS REPUBLICAN 
CONGRESSMEN. 


F there were any disposition on the part of Colorado 
I 


voters to leave national questions out of their po­ 
litical discussions this year, the fact that we are to 


elect three congressmen would be sufficient of itself 


to force national issues into the campaign. 
Under the new congressional apportionment law', the last 


Colorado assembly might have divided the state into three 
districts, thus giving a congressman each to the north­ 
eastern, southeastern and the western portions of the state. 
But with the same narrow partisanship that led to the pas­ 
sage of the infamous state reapportionment bill, the Demo- 
cratic majority of the assembly thought it w'ould be more 
to their political interests to leave the districts as they 
were and to provide for the election of a congressman-at- 
large. What they hoped to accomplish by this course was, 
in case either one of the districts should go Republican 
they might still be successful in the state as a whole, and 
thus get two out of three of the congressmen. On the other 
hand it was hardly possible to establish three separate 
congressional districts in the state without giving the 
Republicans one district, or violating the anti-gerrymander 
laws established by congress, which laws unfortunately do 
not apply to the arrangement of the senatorial and repre­ 
sentative districts. 
Mr. J. F. Shafroth, who represents the First Colorado 
district in congress, and is now a candidate for re-election, 
began his service in 1895, and has been successively elect­ 
ed as a member of the Fifty-fourth, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth 
and Fifty-seventh congresses. 
He was elected originally 
as a Republican, and has followed the leadership of Sen­ 
ator Teller through all its various stages. According to the 
Congressional Directory he was re-elected to the Fifty- 
fifth, Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh congresses as a Silver 
Republican," and is now classed as a “Silverite." 
Just at 
present he is a candidate on the straight Democratic ticket, 
as a Democrat. 
Mr. John C. Bell, w’ho represents Colorado from the 
Second district, and who is a candidate for re-election, has 
had two years more experience in congress than Mr. 
Shafroth. He began his service in 1893, and has been suc­ 
cessively elected to the Fifty-third, Fifty-fourth, Fifty-fifth, 
Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh congresses. 
Mr. Bell is and 
always has been a Democrat, but he has owed his position 
in congress to the votes of Silver Republicans and of 
Populists. 
It is an interesting fact that the candidates from the 
two Colorado districts, both upon the Republifi&n and the 
Democratic tickets are the same as they wei® two years 
ago. At that time Mr. Shafroth received ¡34,591 votes, to 
41,518 for Mr. Bonynge; while Mr. Bell obtained 65,421 
votes, to 51,293 for Mr. Hogg. 
Since the tim e when Mr. Shafroth in 1896 left the Re­ 
publican party and allied him self with the Dem ocratic op­ 
position in congress, Colorado has had neither voice nor 
influence in determ ining the policy of this nation, nor any 
participation in the important affairs of the national govern­ 
ment. Both Mr. Bell and Mr. Shafroth have been members 
of a minority whose only purpose w as to delay the pro­ 
gress and to oppose the m easures of the party in control of 
the government, and their greatest title to favor with their 
constituents in this state ought to be that that m inority was 
too weak to accom plish anything of serious importance 
along this line. 
The tim e has certainly come in the history of Colorado 
politics when we should turn over a new leaf, ?nd should 
send to W ashington men who are able to stand in their 
places and say, “I propose,” as w ell as, " I object." 
Messrs. Brooks, H ogg and Bonynge are men of this 
character, and moi^ than that they are men allied with 
the party of progress apd Am ericanism . 
If they go to 
W ashington, they will take their places among the other 
Republican representatives. They w i|l attend the Republi­ 
can caucus. 
They w ill be seen and heard in the Republi­ 
can committee, rooms. 
They w ill make their influence felt 
for the good of this state in a hundred different ways that 
would not be possible to any member of the m inority and 
opposition party. 
Colorado is directly interested in a great m any of the 
m ost important questions now pending in congress. 
W e 
have a vital interest especially in Pacific trade, the con­ 
struction of the isthm ian canal, apd the developm ent of a 
national Irrigation system . W e also have a very vital in­ 
terest in the tariff and in the m atter of its proposed read­ 
justm ent. 
It is of the highest importance to us that any 
changes that are to be made in the tariff shall be made hy 
the friends of the protective system and pot by Its ene­ 
m ies; and it is of equal importance to us that w e should 
be represented in the councils and the caucuses of the 
Republican party, where the matter of tariff revision w ill 
be determined, and where the changes that are to be made, 
if any, will be settled. 
Colorado canpot afford at the prepent tim e to w aste its 
congressional representation in »By further pursuit of the 
hollow mockery and sfcanj that has deluded us for tfre past 


six years, and that is now recognised tq be such even by 
those who have been its m ost earnest advocates and sup­ 
porters. 
Every reason why Colorado should send Republicans to 
congress is stronger now than it ever has been before. 
Every reason why Colorado should elect Democratic 
congressm en has been buried in the grave of lost political 
issues. 
The result of the Democratic refusal to deal justjy by 
the people in rearranging the congressional districts is 
likely to b<> ine citi/Jon of three Republican congressmen 
from the state thi« year.

But the fact remains 
that the organization of combinations 
of capital great enough to master the 
production and fix the price of articles 
embraced 
within 
protective 
tariff 


schedules, brings upon the system the 
popular disapproval which the public 
entertains toward the trusts. 


A new law, an artificial law, is sup- 


planting the natural law of competi- 
tion. By secret agreement the pro- 
ducers of like articles limit tho quan- 
tity and fix the price. 
' "I believe the hour has come wffen 
tariff revision must stand close guajd 
over the tariff schedules. 
But this 


revision should be on the true protec- 
tive principle of guarding American la- 
tor from free competition with cheaper 
foreign labor, and yet take the place 
of suppressed competition. 


"Anthracite coal Is not protected by 


the tariff. But glance at the situation 
—'-the problem it presents. 
Ninety- 


five per cent of tho coal field is owned 
and controlled by eight railroad com- 
panies. The lines of those eight rail- 
ways furnish the sole available means 
for transportation of anthracite coal 
to market. In pursuit of a settled pol- 
icy these railways have forced private 
owners to sell their coal mines and 
coal lands at half their value, first by 
increasing the freight rates, and, sec- 
ond, by refusing' to carry the coal for 
private owners at any price whenever 
such owners could not be brought to 
terms by the establishment of exor- 
bitant transportation rates. 
Owning 


the coal and owning the railroads over 
which the coal Is transported to mar- 
ket, they fixed the freight rates at an 
exorbitant figure in order to make 
consumers pay dividends on the over- 
capitalization of the railroads and coal 
mines. While rates for other and like 
products have fallen, anthracite coal 
rates have been advanced by the rail- 
ways until they are nearly twice as 
great as on cotton and wheat. 
They 


limit the supply in order to force a 
strong demand and high market price, 
As shown by testimony upon trials 
and investigations, more than $200,- 
000,000 In excess of a fair market 
price has been exacted from consum- 
ers. 


"This coal trust bears harder upon 


the unfortunate, helpless labor that 
mines the product than upon the con- 
sumer in these days. Its attitude of 
indifference to the appeal of press and 
pulpit 
suggests utter contempt" tor 


public opinion. This is typical of the 
oppression which awaits the people of 
this country unless the federal gov- 
ernment is empowered to strip these 
combinations of their unlawful power,;

WORKING OF "REFORM" LAW

Washington, Sept. 26.—Brig. General 


Frederick Funston in his annual report 
for the department of Colorado points 
out that the percentage of trials by 
court martial of 
enlisted men has 


nearly doubled during the past ye'ar. 
He says: 


"It Is therefore plain that there has 


been a deplorable increase of offenses 
In, general and of desertion in par- 
ticular. In my opinion there are two 
principal causes for this state of af- 
fairs: First, resentment of unaccus- 
tomed limitations and restrictions felt 
by men returning from field service to 
the monotony and routine work of gar- 
rison life; second, the abolition oi the 
canteen feature of the post exchange. 
Since this action was taken, saloons 
of the lowest type have been estab- 
lished just outside the boundaries of 
the various reservations; their propri- 
etors, In almost every case, unprinci- 
pled scoundrels who leave nothing un- 
done to debauch the soldiers and ob- 
tain their money. Being in all cases 
outside the limits of any city, the pro- 
prietors of these resorts arc subject 
to no municipal police regulations and 
sell liquor regardless of hours and 
whether the buyer is already intoxi- 
cated or not; Gambling is universal in 
these 'dives,' and they are frequented 
by dissolute women. The soldier whose 
desire for a drink would ordinarily be 
satisfied by a few glasses of beer in 
the canteen of the post exchange goes 
to one of these resorts and does well 
if he escapes before he has spent or 
gambled away all his money, over- 
stayed his leave or engaged In an alter- 
cation. As a rule the local authorities 
regard the existence of these places 
with indifference or approval, as it 
causes the soldier to spend his money 
in the community. The efficiency of 
the army or the ruin of a good soldier 
is nothing to them. There can be no 
reasonable Ooutft 
that most of the 


trials by court martial and summary 
courts, at least so far as this depart- 
ment is concerned, are directly trace- 
able to this cause. Since I have had 
command hero there has taken place 
the ruin and degradation of several 
non-commissioned officers of long ser- 
vice and fine records. 


"In short, the recent legislation by 


congress on this question, so far as 
this department is concerned/has had 
iio effect except to lower the discipline" 


of the army, ruin scores of good sol- 
diers, and fill the packets of a lot of 
saloon keepers, gamblers and prosti- 
tutes."

General Funston says the

Hardly had this been done 
than 


counsel for the heirs opposing the Big- 
gar claim showed that they had been 
more than prepared for this step, and 
warrants 
charging conspiracy were 


served on Samuel Stanton, the former 
justice of the peace of Hudson county, 
who testified that he had performed a 
marriage ceremony between Miss Big- 
e^r and the PHtsburg millionaire, and 
Dr. 'I. Hendrlck, at whose sanitarium 
In Ba^'onne it was alleged that Miss 
Biggar's child was born. A search is 
now in progress for Miss Biggar her- 
self, that she may also be presented to 
the grand jury to answer to a similar 
charge. Stanton and Dr. Hendrick are 
now in the jail at Freehold. 


As soon as the case had been called 


by Judge Heisley, Mr. Black announced 
that, as counsel for Miss Biggar he had 
been instructed to withdraw the pro- 
ceeding before the court and to an- 
nounce that Miss Biggar would rest 
content with the 60 per cent, of the 
estate given her by the terms of the 
will. 


Mr. Arrowsmlth. of the heirs' coun- 


sel, then addressed the court, saying he 
was not altogether surprised at the ac- 
tion, for there had been a conspiracy 
and a deep one. He desired to say, how- 
ever, that he and his associates ac- 
quitted Mr. Black and his legal asso- 
ciates from any knowledge of the con- 
spiracy and to assure the court that 
it had been established they had been 
duped.

burg, when Mr. Bennett was ill. This 
was three years subsequent to the al- 
leged marriage and Miss Biggar had 
been worried because Mr. Bennett was 
dying and had made no will, and said 
that If he died no provision would be 
made for her. She made no claim then 
of being married to Mr. Bennett. John

NEW YOBK ETJEL FAMINE.

New York, Sept. 26.— The coal short- 
age reached an acute stage today. The 
price of soft coal jumped to $8 a ton, 
$2.50 more, than the price 'Wednesday 
and three times as much as before the 
strike was begun. The quoted price of 
hard coal was J15, but It was merely 
nominal, as there was absolutely none 
to be had at any price. 


The price of wood followed coal. Kin- 


dling wood selling a few days ago at 
$10 a cord brought $12 today. Prac- 
tically a complete fuel famine exists. 


Consumers throughout the city had 


postponed laying In ti supply of coal 
believing that the strike would be set- 
tled and prices fall. 
Dealers assert 
that the supply of anthracite In the 
city Is not 10 per cent, of the demand 
and that the present supply of soft coal 
Is hardly 85 per cent, of the demand. 


The park deportment is seriously em- 


barrassed. Ten days ago contracts were 
advertised for and today only one bid 
was found, and that was for 260 tons 
of pea coal at $8.75 per .ton, which was 
quickly Accepted. A conference of the 
representatives of the charitable or- 


ganizations of the city will be held 
within a few days to consider the sit- 
uation resulting from the coal strike. 
Many of the organizations made con- 
tracts for coal, but aa these contain a 
strike clause no supplies will be forth- 
coming. In former seasons the Society 
for Relieving the

of

Poor, the United Hebrew charities and 
the St. Vincent De Paul society have 
distributed about 2,000 tons of coal each, 
a total of 6,000 tons. The charitable 
workers estimate that they may have 
to provide 10 or 20 times the amount of 
coal they have given away In former 
winters. 
Two steamers with a total capacity o£ 


about 7,000 tons have been chartered 
for the purpose of carrying cargoes of 
Welsh anthracite coal from Swansea 
to the United States.

The path of 
the cyclone was 124 miles long'and 
everything In the line of the storm was 
destroyed. The sea swept inland for 
several 
Kilometers, doing 
enormous 


damage, while there Were violent sub- 
marine agitations between Sicily and 
the mainland. Along the railroad from 
Catania to Palermo the force of the 
cyclone was such that rails were torn 
up and hurled to a great distance. 


It is reported from Modica (32 miles 


southwest from Syracuse) that a hun- 
dred bodies have already been fountt 
but that the number of dead bodies 
awept away by the torrent is unknown. 
The newspaper 
Fractissa expresses 


the belief that some 400 people have 
been killed. 


The torrent destroyed everything on 


the ground floors in houses in tho lower 
portions of Modica. Bridges and roads 
have disappeared, the damage amount- 
Ing to many million lire. 
(A lire is 


worth 20 cents). The survivors of the 
catastrophe have taken refuge in the 
hills. A relief committee and search 
parties have been organized at Modica. 
The disaster Is supposed to have been 
due to a marine waterspout. The uer- 
man steamer Caprera was wrecked at 
Catania after a terrible struggle with 
the waves. 


A large portion of the low-lying part 


of Modica has been destroyed. 


The torrents, the St. Francis and 


the St. Marie, which descend through 
the town rose suddenly and brough't 
with them masses of mud and heavy 
stones and invaded the buildings of 
Modica. They carried away everything 
ir. their course. 
Many houses were 


utterly wrecked ana others were »eri- 
onsly damaged. Numerous animals per- 
ished. The number of victims is still 
unknown but 80 corpses haVe been de- 
posited in a single church. At Soldi 
12 persons were killed. Tagearo was 
destroyed.

PRESIDENT HAS ORDERED 


CENSUS Or PHILIPPINES

Washington, 
Sept. 
38.—President 
Roosevelt has signed the order provid- 
iSS.f0*,the tak'ne "' a census of the 
Philippines in accordance with the terms 
of the Philippines act passed at the 
last session of congress and upon the 
certificate of the Philippine commission 
that the Insurrection has been sup- 
pressed. 


The order of the president is dated 
September 25. It recites the origin of 
the Philippine act which provides that 
after complete peace shall have been 
established and the fact certified to 
the president, the census may be or- 
dered. "In his discretion the president 
may employ the present census bureau 
In compiling and promulgating the sta- 
tistical information. 
The Philippine 


commission made the following certifi- 
cate to the president In the form of 
a resolution, upon which he Issued the 
order for taking the census: 


"Resolved. That the Philippine com- 


mission hereby certifies to the presi- 
dent of the United States that the re- 
cently existing 
Insurrection 
In 
the 


Philippines has ceased, and a condition 
of a general and complete peace has 
been established therein. 
That this 


certificate Is made In accordance with 
the provisions of Section a of an act 
temporarily to provide for the affairs 
of civil government in the Philippine 
Islands and for other r.easons and that 
the commission recommends to the 
president of the United' States that he 
order a census of the Philippines to be 
taken In acordanee with provisions of 
said act.

The London Letter 


(Henry Devereaux.) 


London, S»Dt. 14.—The Boer war, I he 
eoronation nonsense, the military aurl 
naval shown being all over, there is :i 
fair prospect that we shall recover our 
reason und seriously begin to count the 
coat- of our new imperial policy, the 
ways Into which we have been led. only 
within the last few years, by Brumma- 
gem statesmen. HcnsationaUst ,1ournal- 
Ists and men In the street. Tho non- 
creed has proved an expensive one: it 
hardly seems to have conduced to thfc 
maintenance of the Commercial position 
that we occupied before we adopted it; 
and It has never even been defended by 
arguments beyond mere phrases, and 
cursing everyone as a traitor not pre- 
pared to bend the knea to tho phra'se- 
mongers. The fundamental Idea ot 
Birmingham imperialism was to create 
a zbllvoroln embracing the United 
Kingdom and all our colonies and de- 
pendencies. Neither we nor they are 
plrepared to accept thl» scheme, and Its 
advocates no longer urge It. The col- 
onies would probably gain by it, but 
they assert that without import duties 
tfi'ey could not raise 'the revenue that 
they require. We should lose, for theiv 
exports consist entirely of food sup- 
plies and raw material, and a rise in 
thplr cost to us would Involve a rise In 
our selling price. This would not bo 
made up to us by selling more of our 
goods to our colonies, for what 
wo 


should gain by this wo should moro 
that lose by a reduction in our sales 
to foreign countries owing to the In- 
creased price of the goods we exported 
to them- The proposal for a zollverein 
has now been reduced to one by which 
wev and our colonies would mutually 
giye a preferential tariff to each other. 
To this, however, there are the same ob- 
jections, with the further one that wo 
should have to put on duties upon our 
Imports at large In order to take them 
off in the case of those from our col- 
onies. The quacks who advocate either 
pl-ojeqt are fond of scoffing at political 
spojjomy as a bundle of mere theories. 
Its laws, however, are based on hard 
practical facts, on whlc-h alone the real 
prosperity of a commercial and manu- 
facturing nation can with safety be 
built up. 


As a result of the Boer war we are en- 


deavoring to get all the light we can on 
the question of military education, and 
heaven knows we need it. Dr. Miller 
Macgulre, who is supposed to be an au- 
thority anent it, discussed in a recent 
lecture the old story about "Welling- 
ton's alleged dictum upon the relation 
of the playing-fields of Eton to the bat- 
tle of Waterloo.

Northwood House, Isle of Wight, at

It was 
built towards the end of the eighteenth 
century by Mr. George Ward (popu- 
larly known as "Kins" Ward), the elder 
brother of Hobert Plummer Ward, au- 
thor of tho once famous "Tremaine," 
whose early political career Is described 
by Lord Stanhope in his "Life of Pitt." 
Northwood was considerably enlarged 
In 1830, and passed in 1849, at the death 
of an uncle, into the possession of 
"Ideal" Ward, of Oxford monument 
celebrity, whose theological preoccupa- 
tions and distaste for the life of a land- 
owner have been described by Mr. Wil- 
frid Ward in the life of his father. 
Northwood House had been with brief 
exceptions uninhabited for half a cen- 
tury when the French Benedlctlneeses 
entered It In the present year. Ambrose 
de Lisle writes of It In one of his let- 
ters as a very fine house, quite an 
Italian palazzo on a large scale, the 
drawlngroom being one of the hand- 
somest rooms he ever saw, and splen- 
didly gilt and decorated. The grounds 
are magnificently laid out with thn 
choicest evergreens and have several 
good specimens of cork trees. 


How to make Irish viceroys reside In 
Ireland is one of tho problems that we 
have not yet solved. 
Lord Cadogan 
made the mistake at the very beginning 
of his viceregal "reign," of posing as a 
noblo English exile In Ireland. At the 
same time, he mitigated his exile by 
more frequent and prolonged absences 
from Ireland than any of bis modern 
predecessors Indulged themselves in.

"The fact that the trust involved was 
so great a one and that there was, up 
to the appointment of these administra- 
tors, no one whatsoever In charge of the 
same, had something to do with the 
fr.ct that the appointments were mado 
as soon as they wert:.

The pellUnn for the appoint- 
ment was in and it was the proper 
thing for the court to proceed to tho 
matter and got the affairs into shape.

"As for tho ex parte nature of tha 
proceedings, they were such and: that 
s the regular procedure In such cases.

Notwith- 
standing this fact, in conversation with

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THE MAIN ISSUES OF THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 


T 


HBRE are two principal issues before the people of the state of Colorado for their decision, and neither 
one ol these can be ignored in the 'present campaign. 


The first of these is whether the state government is to be run as a part of the Democratic machine, for 


the benefit of Democratic office holders, office seekers ana their friends and subordinates, or whether it is 


to Dp turned over to competent Republicans who believe that the surest way of commending the party to the 
people is by efficient 
service and the promotion of public interests, and who practice what they believe. The 


i !n«Cr*tS afe °f COUrse Utolittc in promises, and if the Judgment were rendered on professions alone, it might 
be difficult to choose between the two parties. But the Democrats have to bear the burden of their record for 
the past six years, a record that for selfish scheming, indifference to the public interests, prostitution of public 
power to the basest uses of partisan politics and disregard of solemn pledges has never been surpassed. 


The Republican party of the state has given a conclusive proof of the sincerity of its demand for better 


government and its devotion to the public interests by openly approving the amendments, except the Bucklin 
bill, adopted by the last legislature, for the reason that while some of these amendments are defective, and in- 
adequate, they do offer a step and the only present available one, toward reforms that have openly been de- 
manded by both parties and by the people generally for years past. 


On the other hand, the Democrats have shown their incompetency and their disregard of the popular will 


by delaying the inauguration of these reform measures until there was unmistakable evidence of a revulsion of 
public' sentiment against that party, and then "presenting measures that through haste and carelessness are do- 
fectlve and possibly -will not be eustained by the courts. 


„ In epito of its promises there is no reason to believe that the Democracy can do any better in the future 


than it has been doing In the past. Three good reputations have already been brought perilously near permanent 
wreck and disaster in the gubernatorial chair through the prevalence of the storms of personal ambition and 
party intrigue, and there is no reason to believe that Judge Stimson will be any better able to control the tigers 
oi Denver's Tammany organization than Adams, Thomas and Oruian were able to do. • 


If any political party in any state ever earned a just title to political obloquy and repudiation from the 


voters, that party is the Colorado Democracy, and its present defensive attitude, contrasting so notably with that 
of former years, is a plain proof of its own knowledge of its crimes and failures, and its sense of impending dis- 
aster and defeat. 
, 


And the second main issue of the campaign is in regard to the attitude that Colorado ought to hold toward 


the national government and toward the national issues that concern everyone who is an American citizen. 


In the past two years the only share Colorado has nad in the national congress has been to voice an incffec- 


tlye and an inconsiderable protest. 


Our political associates in congress have been the representatives o£ the red-shirt rings of southern states, 


elected by fraud, terrorism and disfranchisement; the representatives of the Tammany rings of northern .cities, 
holding their influence and deriving their power by open alliance with Vice and Crime; a few representatives of 
ultra-radical theories of social and political reform, attractive to the masses in times, of panic and adversity, but 
repudiated by all sensible Americans as soon fa normal conditions are restored; and finally a very few anti- 
AmericanB, who consider it proof of superior moral and mental attainments to differ with their fellow citizens and 
td flout at patriotism, courage and the advancement of humanity. 


For the credit of the men of the west who have gained and kept their positions of prominence by virtue 


of the Fusion farce, we do not admit that they have any sincere sympathy or approval of the acts of the Till- 
manltes, the Tammanyites, the Populist radicals or the anti-expansionists. And it seems equally reasonable 
to suppose that these incongruous and incoherent elements of the political field have as little regard for those 
policies and aims which form the stock in trade in local circles of the Silver Republican remnants of the west. 


At the coming election Colorado is to choose three congressmen. 
The Democratic party presents three 


candidates who, whgtever may have been their political relations in the past, are now open and avowed Democrats. 
The mash of silver-ism and the farce of Fusion have at least reached a stage where they are not considered worthy 
even of the pretense of their former adherents and advocates. 


And there is not in the principles of national pemocracy, or in its absence of principles, anything what- 


ever that is' worthy of the support of Colorado voters, and nothing to induce a preference for the candidates of that 
party. 


On the contrary, Colorado has deprived herself of any share in the direction ot national affairs, has missed 


notable opportunities and has stood directly in the way of the advancement of her own interests by allying herself 
•with a minority party of opposition, utterly unable to accomplish anything in our behalf and openly opposed to 
many things that are greatly to be .desired by us. 


JBvery consideration of patriotism, business sense and political expedience as well as o£ principle, should 


therefore prompt the voters c-f this state to the election of the Republican congressional candidates and the entire 
state and legislative tickets.

single decade, and the expansive movement of American 
settlement naturally finds its way across the border. 


There is, however, an alternative to this loss of so 


many industrious, energetic, intelligent American citizens 
tha.t is attracting an ever-increasing amount of attention 
and interest. 


It is • conclusively established by actual experience 


that a greater profit ana a more certain livelihood may 
be gained from a small farm in the irrigated regions of 
the west than from a much larger holding in the humid 
east, 
And apart from the advantage secured by the 


farmer who controls bis water supply irrespective of un- 
certain seasons, there fan be no comparison between th« 
usual climate and surroundings of the arid region an<) 
tUpse of the northern American states and the Canadla) 
territories. 
. 


The; cpnditloris of'Jths .in'igated districts', in-.-Colorado 


and elsewhere are not. only immensely superior to those 
of the great plains of Minnesota, the Dakotas, Manitoba 
and Assiniboia, but they are superior even to those o 
the most favored rural districts of the eastern and cen 
tral American states. The conditions of irrigation tent 
directly and strongly toward dense population and a. co 
operation among neighbors that is conducive to a hlghei 
degree of civilization and a more active social and po- 
litical life. Tho land of the small farm is the land of the 
trolley car and the telephone, and therein numerous 
agencies of culture and enlightenment flourish as they 
cannot possibly do where wide distances and clriftet 
snow banks separate the houses of the farmers. 


These facts readily suggest the reasons why the arid 


lands of the west, now uncultivated but soon to 
be 


brought under jrrigation with the assistance of the na 
tional government, offer a particularly favorablft fielc 
for colonization enterprises. Che small farm, thoroughly 
well cared for, is the Ideal irrigation unit, as has been 
conclusively demonstrated at Greeley in Colorado, in 
the Salt Lake region and In California. 


Colonists who are fortunate enough to secure tracts 


of land with an assured water supply certainly have a 
more favorable outlook for the future, than any who seel' 
to make a home with "Our Lady of the Snows." 


This is doubtless an aspect of the situation that wili 


receive due attention at the approaching Irrigation con- 
gress in this city. The opportunities for colonization 
schemes are more favorable at the present moment than 
they have been for many years past, and •while we do not 
regard the emigration from this country to Canada as 
in any way detrimental to cither country, we would be 
glad to see a part of this stream of settlement diverted to 
the arid western lands. 


THE WORK OF THE NEW DAVY. 


T 


HE EXTENSION of American sovereignty to over- 
sea possessions and the increase of the active 
list of the American navy make it necessary 
and possible to reorganize the sea service on a 


new and more effective plan. 


A recent special from Washington to the Chicago 


Record-Herald1 gives some of the details of the new naval 
plans that will be fount! to be of general interest. These 
plans contemplate the forming of two formidable/ fleets 
of battleships, one to bo located on the North Atlantic 
coast and the other in the Philippines, -while the Euro 
pean, South Atlantic and Pacific squadrons will be made 
up of cruisers and will be subordinate and auxiliary to the 
main battle fleets. 


The North Atlantic fleet will, however, have its own 


assignment OL cruisers and auxiliaries of various kinds 
and it is also contemplated out of these to create a 
special division which will be assigned to duty in the 
West Indies and Central America. The interests of the 
United States In Puerto Rico, Cuba and Panama, to 
gether with the almost constant turbulence in Colombia, 
Venezuela. f-Jayti. San Domingo and Central America, anc 
the frequent need of American warships at tlio carliesl 
possible moment, make advisabia the establishment ol 
a Caribbean or West Indian float, under command of en 
officer of large ability and 4iss:etlon. This position, il 
is understood, is to be occupied by Hear Admiral Coghlan 


Six of the battleships in active service are assignee 


to the North Atlantic squadron, while two, three or four 
of the big fighters are to be .stationed at the Philippines 
ready for whatever may happen. 


The announcement of these plans is evidence that 


the administration is alive to the new problems that thii 
nation is called to face and that preparation is being made 
in advance to secure our interests. These pfeparatl«ns 
while warlike in seeming are in reality the surest safe 
guard of peace. The United State's proposes to avoid the 
possibility of any sudden raid upon the cities of the 
Atlantic seaboard by maintaining a force of battleships 
sufficient, in conjunction with the coast defense forts, to 
beat off any invading force. It proposes to avoid the 
danger of European interference and complications in 
Central America and the West Indies by maintaining 
there a force sufficient to protect our own interests, anc 
to perform whatever duties and obligations have beer 
assumed by us under international law. It proposes to 
safeguard the integrity of the Philippines and to preveni 
trouble in China by maintaining a naval force at the 
islands sufficient to serve not only as a recourse in tlnn 
of trouble but as a menace to any hostile power that may 
be thinking of ignoring our rights on the mainland or o: 
driving us from the islands. 


Such a policy as this is consistent with our impor 


tance as a nation and with the rights and interests we 
are now called on to maintain. It is in accordance with 
the commercial and industrial interests of our people 
and it will be supported by popular sentiment not only in 
the states of the coast but as well by thpse of the interior^ 
whose people have never yet failed to realize the neec 
of a strong navy and one in constant readiness for aqtion, 


A DEMOCRATIC VISION OP DEMOCRATIC

HE Democratic State Convention was held on Sep< 


tornber 9, 1902. 


On the morning of that date the Denver 


News, the leading Democratic flaily of Colorado,

sentiment ot the party, wisely or not, Is against fusion. 


"Yet, with scandals in the coyrtty commissioners' office 


of the capital county pf th« state more glaring and pijfr 
rageous than any ever before unearthed, with a Demo* 
cratlc state administration that the convention wl|| not 
have the nerye to ratify, with factions so bitter and per 
sistent that they ampunt to the extremity of political ven- 
detta, the convention seems on the verge pf adopting the 
aide of one of the factions regardle9s of the overwhelming 
necessity for nominations that will »iiay the factions and 
substitute harmonious enthusiasm for the continuation 
of the factional strife. 


"With this issue the News will have done everything 


n its power to warn the convention of the preclplco upon 
which the party stands. It feels that it has done its duty 
to the party and the people of the state. It would not 
unsay a word It has printed, It is time when courage and 
boldness are needed. If it has made enemies in speaking 
the convictions of its heart it is sorry, but though the en- 
emies arose a thousand-fold more thickly than they are 
ho News would perform its duty just as it has."

Just at 
present he is a candidate on the straight Democratic ticket 
as a Democrat.

CHARLES ARCHER RETURNED 
Man Who Disappeared from Manitou 
Three Weeks Ago Returned Afte: 
Experiencing a Mental Aberration. 
Has Lost 23 Pounds and $160. 
Charles Archer, the engineer at the 
Pike's Peak power house near Manitou 
who mysteriously disappeared about 
two weeks ago, returned to the city yes- 
terday with one of the mpst remarkable 
stories of temporary mental aberration 
that has ever been reported. For a 
week frpm the time he disappeared his 
mind was a total blank, according to his 
story, arid he regained his menta} facul- 
ties to find himself in a little town of 
Hotchkiss, on the western slPDe, He had 
lost $100 which he had when he last re- 
membered anything and all his papers 
and other effects which he had pn his 
person by which he could have been 
identified', w.pre missing. 
Archer was last seen at Manitou or 
the evening Pf September 2. He had 
left the power house,. which is abpu 
half a mile frpm the Half Way hpuse 
telling his wife he was gplng to Man! 
tpu. That was the last seen of him, al- 
though different persons repprted hav 
ing talked to )i)m later than that data 
one claiming tp have met him In South 
Cheyenne canon on Wednesday ant 
Stating that; Archer told him he was gp 
Jnjs to Kansas City. A.rchey does np 
remember the circumstance npr floes b> 
know the man- It was at first fearee 
that there mjght have been fpul play 
bwt after #» extended sea,rsh It was con 
eluded thp,t Archer had gene away be- 
cause he wanted to and the hunt was 
abandoned. 
Mr. Archer reached, this, c|ty yester 
day morning and the first thing hi 
did wag to }pok up his wife whp hap 
been staying here since h.e,r husband's 
disappearance and who, as might be sup 
posed, was overjoyed to see h,tm again. 
The couple have taken up rooms at 2?3 
North Te4on, street temporarily, and Mr. 
Arpher was found there by a Gazette 
reporter last evening. His story of his 
wanderings; is remarkable. 
"I do not remember anything from 
the time I went to 
Manitou until 
about a week'later when I eame te 
and found myself In Hotohklss. I had. 
been studying hard for some time past 
and working on an Invention which 
has taxed my. nerves ana brain. Then 
a few days before I went away I re- 
ceived word that my baby sister bad 
dropped dead and I presume that my 
mental faculties became totally unbal- 
anced .temporarily and sent me away 
on that wild trip. 
"It seems that I wandered Into Hotch- 
k|ss, which Is a great fruit shipping 
center, and was watching them load 
fruit. I climbed tip onto a wagon to ob- 
serve the operation, apparently, and 
the men asHB3 me If I wanted to go, 
to work. They say that I replied, that 
I aid, so I was Immediately engaged, 
and 'worked throughout the day, 
"In the evening, as I found out later, 1

M.y father Is a

78 pounds, now I weight 158. Ypu can 
see that I've shrunk somewhat," and 
Archer stood up to shpw how loosely his 
clothing hung upon his frame. 
"The minister In Hotchkias was very 
ood to me," he continued. "I did not 
lave a hat when I reached that town, 
and my money, some $160, which I had 
with me when I left was also missjng. 

Some papers 
which I had In my pockets were gone. 
They would h.ave served to Identify me 
if I had been found In my condition." 
Archer says that he remembers abso- 
lutely nothing, of his trip to Hotchklss 
and that his mind was a total blank

The Irrigated sam- 
ples went 62U snd 62 pounds to the bushel 
and the non»lrrjgated, wh|oh was hand/- 
threshed and npt cleaned, 61 pounds. Had 
it been cleaned it would have gon.fl fi/1 
pounds tq the bushel. The majority of 
the exhibits carne from Eastouviile and 
Gwllllmvilla and bear strong testimony 
to what can be accomplished by good 
farming. Messrs. Keen "brothers of Pu- 
eblo, who are large pwners of land in E! 
FajQ county, did much to promote the 
good representation at the state fair.
